Nineteen Years, Anno 1684. and Born at Port Leicefter 
in Meath, in Ireland. 



VIII. An Account of the DijfeBion of a Dog 
that had Mercury inje&ed into one of the Ju- 
gulars. By Dr. Chriftophu Pitt. 

TH E Mercury was thrown out of the Blood into 
the Cavity of the Abdomen, as like wife fome 
Appearance of it in the other Cavities of the Body. 

All the Glandules were very turgid, and full of Li- 
quor, efpecially in the Ventricles oi' the Brain, and all 
round there was a great Quantity of Serum. This may 
be called a true Hyarocepkalcs. 

It being a cbv.nee Dog nH having no Notice of what 
fasd bt-en done on i)im, I could ric>. fo well obferve whe- 
ther it would work on him by Salivation, whether it 
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
